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Every day brings its tales of heroism from the various firing lines, and every 
war front knows by heart the deeds of its trench heroes. The artist, a Frenchman, 
who drew this picture--from an actual occurrence--has given us neither name nor 
place to identify the daring deed he has chosen to portray. The picture tells its own 
story: A French infantryman, a private from the trenches, has sprung forward and 
caught up the wounded officer of his command, and, indifferent to the rain of shrapnel 
which is falling all around him, is bearing his stricken superior back to'safety. Did 
he make the shelter of the trerches? That is a story the artist has not told. He has 
been content to show one of the simple deeds of heroism which shows the soul and 
spirit of the men who fight for France.
